Revisedrules relating to the identification of a child with a
disability went into efect July 1, 2001 (Chaptepl 11,
Wisconsin Administrative Code).  Specificallyrevised
eligibility criteria wereestablished for the areas of (1) specific
learning disability, (2) emotional behavioral disabiljty3)
cognitivedisability, (4) speech and language impairment, (5)
hearingimpairment, and (6}isual impairment. As part of the
rules promulgation processthe Wsconsin Legislature
required the Department of Publi¢nstruction (DPI) to
conducta study of the é&cts of themodifications of special
educationeligibility criteria (Pl 1..37(2)). A preliminary
reportto the Assemblyand Senate Education Committees is
dueon June 30, 2003, and a final report shall be submitted by
June30, 2005.
